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Field Day Report 2006 


The summery of our report to the ARRL is as follows: 

Total CW QSOs are 9 

Total Phone QSOs are 115 

Total points base on the above with 2x for CW and 1x for phone equals 

133, and 2x for power under 150 watts we have a claimed score of 266. 

As you can see, we did very well considering the conditions of 

ionosphere which were rather poor. We made 39 QSOs on 40 meters. On 20 


a we made 6 CW and 35 phone QSOs.. On 15 meters we made # CW 
an 


41 phone OSOs. As usual, there were a few duplicated, but only a few. We 
could hear signals on 80 meters, but they did not hear us. 

The local weather was good with almost no rain. It was rather cool and 

not too hot. It was a very pleasant for Field Day. The antenna crew 

did a great job raising and lowering the two three band trap yagi beams. 
The Kona Club members, KH7DX, Stu, and AH6RR,, Roland, brought a 
3-element wire array antenna for 40 and 80 meters, and put it up during 

the morning. It worked well. They strung it on a centerline at 35 feet 


high with drooping ends over the football field. Maximum cool 3 to 4
